Mutilation of United States paper 
money with intent to defraud is prohib- 
ited under Section +71 of Title 18 of the 
U. S. Code. The seizure of counterfeit- 
ing paraphernalia by authorized agents 
of the U. S. Government is allowed 
under Section 492 of Title 18 of the 
U. S. Code. The U. S. Secret Service 
took the so-called “$11 bill” under pro- 
visions of the latter regulation because 
it was what is known as a “split bill.” 
This is a counterfeiter’s product, made 
of two split bills, the face of a $1 note 
and the back of a $10 bill. 

It is suggested that you take your bill 
with the misspelled name to the U. S. 
Secret Service, Room 308 Custom House, 
2nd and Chestnut sts., this city. If an 
error was made in the printing and you 
have a ‘“‘freak’’ note you can keep it and 
dispose of it as you see fit. If it is a note 
made for purposes of fraud the Secret 
Service will redeem it for you at face 
value since you are not guilty of the 
fraud.

COULD GEORGE WASHINGTON 
THROW IT. 

Most everyone has heard how George 
Washington threw a silver dollar across 
the Potomac River, it must have been 
quite a throw. Or was it the Rappahan- 
noc River where Grover Cleveland 
Alexander, one of the top baseball pitch- 
ers of the major leagues just barely dup- 
licated the feat in our time. However 
the fact remains George Washington 
did live sixteen years at Mount Vernon 
after he married Dan Curt's’s pretty 
widow before he went off to war for 
eight more. Mount Vernon does front 
on the Potomac River and our most 
famous George added the wing facing 
it after his return from the battles of 
the Revolution. 

Taking it for granted that General 
Washington was a giant of a man, six 
feet four inches in height and also strong 
in proportion as all frontiersmen were 
who mapped the wilderness in the mid 
seventeen-hundreds. Let us take into con- 
sideration he was a young man at the 
time and Indian fighting was one of the 
hazards of the profession as dancing 
with the ladies was one of his accomp- 
lishments. With all this agility he must 
have been a good and active thrower. 
Evidently there must be quite a knack 
to throwing it and experience is pertin- 
ently a large factor in the facility of 
this sport. Just take the average big 
league pitcher, he has trained his throw- 
ing arm for pitching from early boyhood 
and has developed tremendous specialized 
arm muscles for throwing. A good base- 
ball pitcher can probably throw a ball 
a hundred feet further than the average 
strong man. Yet it was quite a feat in 
modern times to cross the river at this 
late date for a highly trained ath'ete in 
top form at the peak of his fame. Pos- 
sibly the river was widened in two 
hundred years and maybe the story in 
two centuries. But for certain there is 
a fortune for someone with the acumen 
to hunt for buried treasure which lies 
on the riverbank on the opposite shore 
where Washington threw his stuff. 

If the Washington story turns out to 
be true historical fact, there lies buried 
somewhere near the surface of the 
ground some of the coins which with 
his prodigious strength he so forcibly 
expelled into space over the surface of 
the river into the virgin and fallow 
land beyond. Here too is a brand new 
field for the expert with the Gceizer 
Counter, the electronic and scintilating 
devices to find and once more put into 
circulation rare and almost forgotten 


collectors items of the numismatic world. 
For as the United States was then yet 
unborn and Washington’s private coin- 
age did not appear until after the Rev- 
olutionary War, the coins in question 
must have been exceedingly rare. The 
Continental Silver Dollar is dated 1776 
and lists at more than $3,000.00. in 
pewter it lists for about $65.00 and if 
it were the Spanish Dollar in general 
circulation at the time called, ‘Pieces 
of Eight’, or the pillared dollar, these 
are mostly catalogued at fifteen dollars 
or more. In any case the historical sig- 
nificance of any kind of a find would 
greatly enhance the material value of 
the discovery. 

What an opportunity for someone 
with time, imagination, a mechanical 
finding device and a flare for creating 
history. However if he is strong and 
aggressive and tries to duplicate the 
feats of the Father of our Country, he 
must be able to throw it.

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COLLECTING ROMAN COINS - Sestertii | 


By Earl A.

Pictured above is a sestertius (Grand Bronze) struck during 
the reign of the Roman emperor Hadrian (Publius Aelius Hadrianus). 
Hadrian ruled the empire of Rome firmly and wisely from 117-138 


A. D 


This ancient coin is representative of the artistic, detailed 
work of the Roman moneyers of the first and second centuries, A.D. 
Many collectors today will pay a high price for extemely fine ses- 
tertii of this type. This is especially true of coins bearing an even, 


attractive patina. 


It s interesting to note the tendency of the Romans to use ab- 
breviations, as shown by the reverse inscriptions on the pictured 
example. Reading from left to right around the reverse we find: 
P (Pontifex) M (Maximus) TR (Tribunica) P (Potestate) COS III 
(In his third consulship - after 119 A.D, Frequently the abbreviations 
will give the exact year of coinage of a particular example.) 

Across the field we find VIRT (Virtus - Courage, the masculine 
personification pictured here), AVG (Augustus - the most impor- 
tant of the emperor’s titles.) S (Senatus) C (Consulto). 

A Roman sestertius is a thick heavy coin, many examples 


weighing in excess of one ounce.

FACTS ABOUT U.S. MONEY 


The $ Sign 

The origin of the $ sign has 
been variously accounted for, 
with perhaps the most widely 
accepted explanation being that 
it is the result of evolution, in- 
dependently in different places, 
of the Mexican or Spanish _— 
for pesos, or piastres, or pieces 
of eight. The theory, derived from 
a study of old manuscripts, is 
that the “S” gradually came to 
be written over the “P’’, devel- 
oping a close equivalent of the 
$ mark, which eventually evolved. 
It was widely used before the 
adoption of the United States 
dollar in 1785. 

Size of Currency 

Currency of the present size 
was issued first in July, 1929, re- 
placing the old, larger notes. The 
present size of a finished note is 
approximately 2.61 inches by 
6.14 inches, and the thickness is 
.0043 inch. New notes will stack 
233 to one inch. 
How Money Enters Circulation 

The supply of our coins is gov- 
erned by demand. They are man- 
ufactured by two coinage mints, 
located at Philadelphia and Den- 
ver; the responsibility of distri- 
bution rests with the Director of 
the Mint. The Federal Reserve 
Banks make requisition upon the 
Director of the Mint for the de- 
nominations and amounts requir- 
ed to meet the demands of bus- 
iness and the Director, in turn, 


arranges with the Mints for ship- 
ment of the coins to the Federal 
Reserve Banks. The accounting 
procedure and further steps in 
distribution are the same as de- 
scribed below for paper currency. 


Paper currency is manufactur- 
ed at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. There are three 
types of paper currency currently 
being furnisked to banks for cir- 
culation; United States silver cer- 
tificates, United States notes, and 
Federal Reserve notes. The dis- 
tribution of currency is made 
through the Federal Reserve 
Banks and Branches, and by the 
Treasury. 

Member banks of the Federal 
Reserve System carry their re- 
serve accounts with the Federal 
Reserve Bank of their district, 
and when they need additional 
currency they authorize the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank to charge 
their reserve account and ship 
the currency to them. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks will ship on 
such requests such currency as 
is required. 


The Federal Reserve Banks 
procure the currency by two 
methods. Where United States 


silver certificates or United 
States notes are required, they 
make request upon the Treasurer 
of the United States and shipments 
are made to the Federal Reserve 
Banks as a transfer of funds for 
credit of the Treasurer’s account. 
The Federal Reserve Banks then 
make the distribution to banks 
in their district.

Donald Barer, proud owner of the freak unique Cent-Dime, found 
it while making change in a cash register from a roll of new 1956-P 
cents. He spotted the shining cent and has been inquiring about it 
ever since his discovery. He has received many different versions 
and offers, from ‘get out of here’ to $50.00. Maybe one of our readers 
can offer the solution to how it came about. Donald would be inter- 
ested in any comments and offers. 

Here’s the description: Both dime and cent impressions are 1956. 
Struck in a dime planchet heavy impressions favor Lincoln, has 
reeded edge, is slightly larger than a dime and slightly smaller than 
a cent. The obverse and reverse impression of Roosevelt is struck 
horizontally, condition almost uncirculated. Checking the coin my- 
self, I hesitantly believe it was struck as a dime planchet with reed 
edges, then somehow got into the cent hopper and got the Lincoln 
impression and then was spread larger than a dime. Only one thing 
puzzles me, if its content is silver, but main features are one cent, 
what would it be, a cent or a dime? I venture to say a freak (one 
cent - dime).
